Powell leaves $3- 
Million To Howard 


Dr. Clilan Bethany 
(“C.B.") Powell, 83, one of 
the nation’s wealthiest 
black businessmen, left an 
estate of over $6 million, 
half of which will go to 
Howard University, his 
widow, Mrs. Lena Powell, 
announced recently. 

Dependent on the dis- 
position of other pro- 
visions in the will, Howard, 
which was Dr. Powell's 
alma mater, could receive 
the bulk of the entire 
estate. The $3 million gift 
is the largest individual 
contribution made to a 
black col in America. 
The.money is to be used to 
establish a scholarship 
fund in his name for full- 
time students at Howard. 


Dr. James E. Cheek, 
president of Howard Uni- 
versity, said that the 
bequest is a major step for- 
ward in the University’s 
New Direction Fund, a 
$100 million capital fund 
drive. 

“It is a major moment in 
the life of the University, 
not only because the sum 
is so gerecus, but 
because the bequest came 
from a man revered by so 
many,” said Dr, Cheek. 

Attorney Grant 
Reynolds, personal —at- 
torney and co-trustee of 
Powell's will, said Powell 
left two trust funds, each 
totaling over $3 million. 
Under provisions of the 
will, Mrs. Powell isto 


receive income. for life 
from one trust to maintain 
the lifestyle she enjoys. 
She has power of int- 
ment to dispose of that 
trust if she so desires. 
However, if she does not, 
the total of both trusts will 
go to Howard when she 
dies, Reynolds said. 

Dr. Powell also left 
$50,000 to the NAACP 
Legal Defense and Edu- 
cational Fund, Inc. He was 
a member of LDF’s Board 
of Directors from 1960 until 
his death on September 22, 
1977. 

Mrs. Powell presented 
the money to the LDF at 
“An Afternoon in Memory 
of C.B.," a memorial ser-

the U.S. Government in 
March by Rep. William L.

Mallory’s plan, as sub- 
mitted to the Federal 
Government, called for a 
tax credit program that 
would provide a tax credit 
of up to $10,000 over a 
three year period for each 
CETA qualified person.

In contrast-to the Mallory 
proposal, President Car- 
ter's original plar would 
have provided $400-million 
from a total U.S. Labor 


»-Department's --budget:-~-of 


$14.1 billion, representing 
40,000 jobs in the private 
sector. 

After reviewing ‘and 
adopting the Mallory plan, 
the President. revised his 
original proposal to pro- 
vide a $1.5 billion tax: 
credit for employers who 
hire disadvantaged 
workers, he explained if 
an exclusive CALL & 
POST interview. 

The new plan, the happy 
Cincinnati lawmaker said, 
provides a tax Credit to the 
employers in the amount of 
$2,000 for the first year and 
$1,500 for the second year 
for the employment of 
disadvantaged 18 to .24 
year old unemployed 
workers. The employers 
cannot have more than 20 
percent of the working 
force under this program, 
he pointed out. 

Mallory, House Majority 
Leader who represents the 
23rd House District in 
Hamilton County, said “I'm 
very happy to announce 
that President Carter has 
submitted to Congress a 
revised tax-credit employ- 
ment plan that is within the 
scope of my original think- 
ing.”

STATE REP. LES BROWN IS: 
‘Better Than Good And Better Than Most’ 


By BROCK JONES 


Once upon a time it was 
decreed that first term 
legislators “should be 
sometimes seen and 
almost never heard. That 
was long ago. 

State Rep. Les Brown (D- 
29th District) is a freshman 
legislator who is definitely 
seen and definitely heard. 
Imagining a quiet and in- 
-visible Les Brown is like 
imagining a member of the 
Larry..Flynt..publishing..em- 
pire who doesn't salivate at 
the mere’ thought of green 
and pink. 

Brown recently reflected 
upon his 18 month career 
as a legislator—a period of 
time which he believes to 
have been beneficial to his 
constituents and answer 
charges that he is more of 
an employment agent and 
social worker than a 
legislator. 

“Yes, | admit. that I've 
heard that comment,”’ 
Brown said last week in his 
office in ‘the State House. 
“| see my role as an ad- 
vocacy...role...as...an_ ad- 
vocacy role -- to take care 
“of the needs of the people 
| represent and employ- 
ment is the number one 
problem my people face. 
The Columbus | Urban 
League assessment poin- 
ted. out..the..employment 
problem.’ For years em- 
ployers have told. people 
they aren't qualified. Well, 
they go off and get college 
degrees, and now they are 
told that they are 
overqualified. It's a vicious 
circle.” 

Brown readily admits 
that he has helped many 
people get jobs. “It really 
is who you know and not 
what you know, I'm afraid 
to say,” he commented. 

As far as his social 
worker role, Brown noted 
that he has counselled 
men and women, blacks 
and whites who have come 


another door in their faces. 
| won’t do that. That 
wouldn't be Les Brown.” 

Brown has gone to court 
to meet with judges on 
behalf of people who come 
to him. 

“There's a high 
correlation between crime 
and unemployment,” he 
pointed out. “We have to 
give supportive services to 
people in ‘order to help 
them become productive 
and responsible citizens.” 

Brown. said that he is 
“somewhat...sorry.......really 
got into that employment 
agency activity with as 
much energy and force as | 
did. The problem is too 
critical for one person to 
handle; the results aren't 
always what you want 
them to be. It's too disap- 
pointing for me when | 
can’t help someone get a 
job. and too painful for 
them. | plan to decrease 
my employment agency ac- 
tivities, but not cut them 
out entirely. What we all 
need to do is to increasé 
activities that remove ar- 
tifical barriers to em- 
ployment for all persons so 
that it really wouldn't be 
necessary for people to 
see Les Brown as their 
only hope.”

This bill is still under 
discussion in the House. 

Brown's cemetery 
legislation increases the 
penalty for persons convic- 
ted of vandalizing 
cemetery memorials, 
graves, or corpses. 

Current penalty is a jail 
term up to 90 days and a 
fine up to $750 or both, 
Brown noted. His 
legislation would list the 
crime as a fourth degree 
felony, with a jail term up 
to five-years and a fine of 
up to $2,500 or both. 

This bill has passed the 
House and is currently un- 
der study in the Senate 
rules committee.

This week the National Newspaper 
Publishers Association is holding its 
annual convention in Cleveland. 

The distinguished men and women 
who edit and publish our 
newspapers, are important com- 
munication links in our civil rights 
program, In fact, the Black press was 

‘ started because it. had become 
evident that Blacks, in their fight for 
freedom and justice, had to speak for 
themselves if the voice of the Negro 
was to be heard. 

Cleveland is not new to the Black 
press, In 1883 Harry C. Smith, first 
published the Cleveland Gazette and 
kept it in continuous publication until 
his death. So, since 1883 there has 
never been a time when there was 
not a Negro’ newspaper being 
published in Cleveland. 

It was by the narrowest of margins 

» that Frederick Douglass did not 
choose Cleveland for his base of 
‘operation instead of Rochester. That 
decision was made right here in 
Cleveland at a big convention of 

: Black—leaders. In fact, Martin 
Delaney, who was one of the 
distributors anda writer for Douglass 
paper, operated out of Cleveland and 
Wilberforce, Ohio. 

The Black press, like the Black 
Church, was.a natural creation by 
people who were seeking in- 
struments to: use in their quest for 
identity, unity, freedom and justice. 
The Church and the press, since 
their founding, have been the two 
most used tools by our people. 

In the conglomerate that 
epitomizes American people, racial 
minorities for the sake of 
cohesiveness, must have means of 
communication.-Mass- distribution. of 
information is necessary for the 
achievement of any kind of racial 
unity.

The 12 black members of the Ohio General Assem- 
bly all survived the primary elections June 6, but 11 of 
them will have Republican opposition at the general 
election on Nov. 7. Senator William F. Bowen, (Cincin- 
nati-9), without Republican opposition will get a free 
ride to a second four term in the Ohio Senate. 

M. Morris Jackson, (Cleveland-21), the second 
black member of the Senate, will face William R. Ritt- 
wage, Republican. Jackson, completing his third four 
rer term in the upper branch, as the Assistant 

resident Pro-Tem of the Senate, is the second 
highest ranking member of the senate. 

The 10 black House members, all Democrats and 


. their Republican opponents in the November election ° 


are as follows: Troy Lee James, (Cleveland-9), James 
J. Antell, Thomas M. Bell (Cleveland-10) Oran W. Hill, 
Ike Thompson (Cleveland-13), John Umstead - and 
John D. Thompsgn, (Cleveland-15), William Glass. 
William L. Mallory, (Cincinnati-23), the House 
Majority Leader, will be opposed by Annie M. Hanke, 
while his black colleague, James W. Rankin, (Cincin- 
nati-25) will be challenged by David J. Albanese. 
In Columbus, Les Brown (29) will meet Ginny 
Phillips.

Stress and Black Mental Health 


Until recently, there has been 
minimal concern for the mental 
health of Black Americans. This has 
been evident in racist stereotypes 
which have too often pictured blacks 
as_being too lackadaisical.and care- 
free to have emotional problems. 
Society's traditional response to real 
or imagined mental iliness among 
blacks has been incarceration rather 
than medical treatment.

This_is manifested in the rates for blacks in correc- 
tional institutions which are over nine times greater than 
those for whites and over four times higher in facilities 
for juvenile delinquents. Certainly, this data suggests 
vast inequities in the handling of behavior problems of 
persons from different social and racial backgrounds. 

For example, | recently requested a series of studies 
from the Congressional Budget Office to examine the 
causes of and possible remedies for racial inequalities. 
One of these studies, “Health Differentials een 
White and Nonwhite Americans” found that nonwhites 
experience nearly 50% more bed disability, 70% higher 
infant mortality, and a life expectancy six years shorter 
than that of whites. 

Educational inequality is also a factor which con- 
tributes to stress. According to the study on educational 
disparities, Black Americans tend to have tess formal 
schooling than white Americans. Though significant 
strides have been ‘nade in the area of education at- 
tainment, more than two-thirds of the white population 
had completed at least 12 years of schoo! while fewer 
than half or 47% of the black population had. 

Studies also show that unemployment creates 
stressful situations for laid-off workers and their families. 
Last month, the unemployment rate for whites was six 
percent while the rate for black workers was 11.8 per- 
cent. Black youth unemployment according to recent 
Statistics is 35.3%, but in many inner-city areas the 
estimates are as high as 55 to 60 percent. 

If these discouraging statistics are not convincing 
enough to prove that minorities are stress-ridden, ali we 
need do is look at the statistics on . Whereas 
fewer than 8.7% of white families are poor, in com- 
parison, over 80 percent of black families, 34% of Native 
American families, and 21% of families with Spanish 
ov fall into this category. 

inorities are disproportionately represented in 
Statistics on abusers of alcohol and drugs. Suicide has 
become one of the leading causes of death among 
minority young adult mates and the rate for black women 
has risen more than 80% in the last 20 years, surpassing 
that for white men and white women. 

Studies show that minority suicides result when the 
ability to cope with internalized*frustration and anger at 
institutional racial bias breaks down. Furthermore, 
studies show that a nonwhite is over seven times. as

As the oldest, continuing black institution, the church 
has been the most sustaining source of inspiration for 
America's largest minority population. During the 
darkest days of slavery, the Black Church provided 
spiritual strength as well as social development. 

It protected as well as rescued the victims of slavery 
and human oppression from depraved marauders. It led 
in economic development through property ownership 
a wal as in-providing schooling for .large numbers”of 

acks: 

The common bonds between the nation's principal 
civil rights organization and the principal religious in- 
stitution for blacks were therefore evident. Con- 
sequently, the NAACP, since its founding in 1909, has 
worked very closely with the Black Church. Such an um- 
bilical relationship was natural since blacks, as a 
sronery religious people, represented the indispensable 
linkage, 

The NAACP, as a consequence,-for several years had 
an active church department. Through this program, the 
church provided the NAACP with inestimable support 
during some of the bitterest phases of the civil rights 
struggle up through the sixties. 

To. expand ‘on this earlier beginning, the NAACP 
Department —of the -ReligiousAffairs—has— been 
reestablished. The Rev. J.C. Hope, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Macon, Ga., and president of the 
NAACP State Gonference of Branches, has. been ap- 
pointed director. 

To the realization that this programmatic expansion is 
timely, our membership has voiced a loud chorus of 


dations been under such sustained attacks. Since the 
end‘of the Second World War, our value system has not 
only been challenged, but it has been considerably 
transmuted. A primary reason, of course, has been the 
inability of our. government and institutions to fulfill the 
dreams and. hopes of millions of downtrodden 
Americans. = 

Other reasons include such crimes as the sordid 
Watergate affair that led to the resignation of a President 
and the imprisonment of many members of his Ad- 
ministration. Continually, we learn about the illegal ac- 
tivities of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which 
spearheaded the destruction of lives and institutions. 

The other institutional leader of clandestine 
operations, the Central Intelligence Agency, has 
equally guilty of. murder or fomenting murder and the 
destruction of duly constituted governments abroad. 

As the two principal institutions which have survived 
the destructive forces of recent years, the NAACP and 
the Black Church must therefore lead a crusade of moral 
awakening in this land. The pillars of this drive must be 


fabric of America's poor. 

At the NAACP National Leadership Summit Con- 
ference in Chicago in April, the Religious Affairs panel 
recommended that the church “should be involved in all 
human endeavors, that tend to do with how, where, why, 
when and if men lived both in the here and the hereaf- 
ter.”

FACULTY TOLD: 


Power of Teacher Is Belief in Child 


By ALAN D. CROCKETT 


“The greatest power in 
teaching is when the child 
gets the impression that 
the teacher believes he 
can learn,” Ohio State Uni- 
versity Professor Charles 
Galloway told teachers at 
Northland High School 
recently. 

Galloway's talk, part of 
the final desegregation ac- 
tivities for the school year, 
was on nonverbal com- 
municatign, a topic with 
which he has been iden- 
tifled for 18 years. 
Galloway is professor of 
education at OSU and 
editor of the magazine, 
Theory Into Practice. 

Teachers have the power 
to encourage a student's 
initiative to learn by com- 
municating their beliet in 
the child, Galloway asser- 
ted. “You give a child per- 
mission not to learn if you 
give him the impression 
you don't think he can,” he 
said 


In research on the way 
students and teachers 
communicate, | Galloway 
discovered that most 
students don't know how 
to present themselves well 
to- others: Some students;
